The new equipment permits the im­ 
mediate reproduction of not only photo­ 
graphs. but of line drawings, signatures 
and other types of material for use in 
news 
stories, advertisements 
and job 
printing. 
In the process, a photograph, drawing 


or other subject is placed on a duced 
/Under 
under an "electric eye.” 
As the cylinder revolves, the tiny 
light of the "eye” picks up gradu­ 
ations of color in the photograph. 
These are translated into electric 
impulses which activate an electric 
cutter operating on a plastic plate [ 
on another cylinder on the machine. 


The cutter punches tiny holes in 
the plastic, producing 85 tiny dots 
in each square inch. The dots are 
larger or smaller, deeper or shal­ 
lower, depending upon the light­ 
ness or darkness of the particular 
portion of the picture which it is 
reproducing.

By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON (AWWith a Ko­ 
rean truce apparently very close, 
what benefits did the United States 
get from three years of fighting? 
At the m om ent these seem to be 
the positive benefits: 
1. The Com m unists’ first post­ 
w ar aggression was stopped and 
the South 
Korean Republic 
was 
'aved from them. 
2. The United Nations, of which 
the United States is the m ain sup­ 
porter, m et its first big challenge: 
Could the m em bers act together 
to stop aggression? They could and 
did. 
3. The shock of the Korean in­ 
vasion pushed the W estern world 
into a big re-arm am ent and closer 
alliance, thus m aking it a tougher 
target for bigger attack later, if 
the Com m unists planned one. 
Bolstered Small Nations 
4. 
Small countries, seeing the 
U. 
N. 
rush to K orea’s rescue, 
were heartened to w ithstand any 
future pressures and th reats from 
the Comm unists. 
Sum m ed up. this was the net 
effect of the four benefits: 
The United States, because of its 
re-arm ing, is in better shape to 
handle Russia, if it has to, than 
it was before Korea. Com m unist 
expansion, for those three years at 
least, was stopped cold. 
Yet, these benefits which seem 
so obvious and real now. m ay in 
the end prove to have been illu­ 
sory 
and 
temporary. The whole 


Korean W ar, because of future 
events, m ay turn out to have been 
wasted effort by the United States. 
Why? Because Korea, through 
infiltration 
and subversion, m ay 
yet wind up in the Com m unist 
cam p. 
T hreat From China 
And China, with tim e to grow 
stronger 
economically 
and 
m ili­ 
tarily after a truce, m ay be able 
to terrorize the rest of Asia into 
subm ission without the necessity 
of direct m ilitary attack. 
Tile W estern Allies, through fa­ 
tigue, 
economic 
entanglem ents 
with the Com m unist bloc, or dis­ 
agreem ents with the United States, 
m ay grow soft toward Moscow and

A severe depression in W estern 
Europe, for instance, would be a 
suprem e test of each country’s 
ability to resist Com m unist pres­ 
sure, internally and externally.

Camera News 
By IRVING DESFOR 
The Associated Press 
RECENTLY I wrote a column 
about a currently popular stereo 
cam era 
and noted som e of the 
m istakes I m ade when I used It 
personally. 
I found

and left-hand release 
button unhandy, made double ex­ 
posures, got overlapping frames and

the 
focusing 
wheel 
in 
handling 
the 
camera.

these stum bling blocks, it opened J 
a new picture world and another 
stereo fan w’as born. 
My experience provoked a letter

Columbus Dispatch. He. too, had 
shared 
the same

felt lie had found an answer, 
"Stereo — it Is wonderful! Now 
let m e direct your attention to 
the slickest cam era on the m a r­ 
ket, with an answer for every one 
of the objections you m entioned. 
“The View-Master personal stereo 
cam era 
is 
built right view up. 
It’s fixed focus. Film winds and 
cocks shutter with one operation, 
so no double exposures. It has a 
foolproof 
exposure 
indicator.

is econom ical because you get 37

exposure roll of 35mm film (69 
on the 36 exposure roll). 
"It has a deucedly clever range-

doors.

sent 
off the film to be processed, It 
was re tu rn e d 'uncut, as per direc­ 
tions. 
Following 
the 
instruction 
book, which cam e with the film 
cutter, I had the pictures mounted 
in View-Master reels by noontime. 
The results were good enough to

claim s. 
The 
special 
feature

is that the results are 
viewed in the inexpensive stereo
